The writer of the nation’s largest 
syndicated advice column, noted 
for the sincerity of her efforts to 
advise, said in a recent conversa- 
tion that one of every six alco- 
holics is a woman and most of 
them are solitary home drinkers. 
“They seem to think,” she said, 
“that if the drink doesn’t come 
out of a shot glass it isn’t really 
drinking.”

One would not expect to en- 
counter the psychological effect 
of legends and traditions in such 
drinking. But most of the fem- 
inine, solitary sherry drinkers 
come from the South. Psycholo- 
gists think probably it is because 
oné of the old plantation tradi- 
tions was that of the decanter of 
sherry. 


Whatever the reason, many of 
the feminine alcoholics are sher- 
ry drinkers. They belt away as 
much as a fifth or a quart a day, 
retiring to their bedroom with a 
“sick headache” or a “gall blad- 
der attack” in the late afternoon 
before the children come home. 
Save that they are protected and 
not likely to be arrested, they are 
close kin to the “‘wino”’ bum who 
drinks his in an alley and is 
picked up for being drunk on the 
street. 


These mentally .sick women 
rarely turn to Alcoholics Anony- 
mous because they live with the 
fantasy that they really don't 
drink. They drift on to disgrace 
themselves and bring sorrow to 
all about them. 


At least 10 million Americans 
are in some degree incapacitated 
by some kind of emotional dis- 
order. 


Juvenile delinquency, which is 
itself a mental disturbance re- 
flecting some aspect of home life, 
including often that of the drunk- 
en father or mother, was up 17 
per cent. 


Science is making life longer. 
It can make life better. The sick 
and suffering mind can be cured. 


Great Destroyer 


It first must be understood that 
mental illness is a greater de- 
stroyer than any one of the great 
killer and crippling ailments such 
as cancer, polio and heart trou- 
ble. 


Mental health associations in 
the various states must have the 
understanding help of the citizens 
who first must understand that 
the ‘“‘warehouses”’ filled with men- 
tally sick should be replaced by 
multiple hospitals served by ade- 
quate staffs of trained psychia- 
trists.

MARIETTA—Cobb County may quit providing funds to Kenne- 

stone Hospital, Cobb Commissioner Herbert MeCollum ‘said Monday 
night after a heated argument with the Marietta city council. 


McCollum said a meeting of the 
Cobb County Advisory Board had 
previously been set for Tuesdav, 
in anticipation of the city coun- 
cil’s refusal to reconsider a rec- 
ommendation to name Dr. M. V. 
B. Teem to the hospital board. 


“T will ask the board to can- 
cel our contract with Kenne- 
stone,” McCollum said, “since 
I was advised by the city coun- 
cil that the hospital belongs to 
the city and they’ll run it as they 
see fit.” 


Under the present contract, the 
county pays the hospital $60,000 
a year to handle the county’s 
charity patients. In addition, the 
county puts up $30,000 to guaran- 
tee social security funds.

"In their latest note to the Soviets 
tlie Western nations repeated their re- 
sdive to uphold by all appropriate means 
théir communications with their sectors 
of Berlin. 

“Trying to force their way, the Rus- 
stans have called for a 28-nation peace 
conference to sign a peace treaty based 
of confederation of East and West Ger- 
many. Though disguised, the plan is the 
satne old one which repeatedly has been 
réjected by the West. 

*-If that fails, Moscow says a separate 
peace treaty will be signed with the 
Hast German regime and that “no en- 
cfoachment on the territory of the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic—in the middle 
of which Berlin is situated—either by 
gfound, air or water, can be allowed.” 

» How the West intends to maintain 
communications with Berlin in case the 
Risssians go ahead with their extreme 
plan is not clear. The East Germans 
thémselves would exercise control but 
this, of course, would be on Moscow's 
irfitiative. It could be that our convoys 
of supplies to West Berlin’s population 
and to our military garrisons there would 
g6 through unmolested by the East Ger- 
mans. Otherwise, the danger of a shoot- 
ing war is unmistakably present. 

"Khrushchev told British Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan Saturday that the Rus- 
signs do not want war. The Prime Minister 
igin Moscow in an attempt to break the 
stalernate and to find out what the Rus- 
sians really want. 

If Moscow wants to negotiate and is 
willing to make mutual concessions, basis 
fdr a secure peace can be found. No one— 
ne matter how irresponsible—could be so 
féolish as not to know that war would 
léad to victory for no one. 

“Eventually the entire problem may 
become one for the United Nations. Right 
néw, as Macmillan says, “it is impossible 
to hide from ourselves the danger of war 
by miscalculation or muddle.”

Now that the state is activating meas- 
ures to protect public funds, why not go 
a step further and put idle money to 
work?

WASHINGTON—In affronting public opinion, 
aren’t the leaders of big labor today making 
the same dangerous mistake which leaders of 


big business made in an earlier era when their attitude was often 
summed up in the phrase: ‘The public be damned?” 


The evidence that union leaders 
are being tempted into feeling 
that they can safely ignore pub- 
lic opinion comes in the statement 
from President George Meany 
warning Congress that the AFL- 
CIO may start opposing the un- 
ion reform bill it previously sup 
ported. 

What Meany is saying is that 
if the unions can’t get the pro- 
labor Taft-Hartley changes they 
want, they will do their. best to 
kill the kind of measure which 
passed the Senate 88 to 1 last 
year. 

I am not suggesting there is any- 
thing improper for the AFL-CIO 
executives to tell Congress what 
they like and what they don’t 
like, what they want and what 
they don’t want. That is the plain 
right of free assembly and peti- 
tion. 

But it seems to me that the 
union leaders are taking an atti- 
tude which won't go down very 
well with many people: 

1. When they threaten to with- 
draw their backing for reforms 
which they pronounced good in 
1958 unless they get a quid pro 
quo of Taft-Hartley amendments.

He planted Kentucky on a pedestal, assured rivals that they’d have 
to climb to his level. Kentucky had no intention of dropping down, 
the rest of the loop would have to grow up. 


And the SEC has grown up. Mississippi State and Auburn 
have galloped into the top 10 nationally. Despite the resounding 
triumph over the previously unbeaten Plainsmen Saturday 
night, the Wildcats are apt to finish second in the SEC. They’re 
also likely to finish No. 1 in the nation, which-is quite a tribute 
te Bernie Moore’s circuit.

Even though Ross is still a 
young fellow—as eons go—he 
has become almost a legend. 
He was fast acquiring that 
status when I first met him 
more than 25 years ago. We 
had just come out of the middie 
of the Okefenokee Swamp, 
where Cowboy Stephens and I 
camped on a tiny island for 
two weeks.. I had caught a 
14-pound grindle on a light fly- 
rod and bream line and having 
little else to occupy my time 
around the campfire, skinned 
out the fish and rolled its hide 
up in salt. I showed it to Ross 
and he prepared it as a trophy 
and put it on a panel for me. 


Over the years I’ve run into 
Ross Allen here and there and 
many of those times he was 
either on his way into the jun- 
gle or just coming out. He al- 
ways had an interesting story 
to tell about the river, woods 
or deep wilderness, where he 
has spent a sizable percentage 
of his life. So when we shook 
hands: the other day I said, 
“Tell me about the last alliga- 
tor you caught.” 


Ross grinned. 
about that?” 


I didn’t, of course. It was a 
completely wild stab that hap- 
pened to strike a nerve. 


Ross had heard about an 
especially large alligator on the 
Oklawaha River, several miles 
below his’ place at Silver 
Springs. He made a trip to cap- 
ture it alive before some goon 
killed it with a high-powered 
rifle. With him went a friend 
who said he’d always wanted to 
help catch an alligator. 


The two men traveled down- 
stream by canoe. They stealthily 
approached the big saurian’s 


“You know 


home and got a glimpse of him 
as he slowly submerged into 
the spring-clear waters of the 
Oklawaha. Ross handed his 
friend. one end of a rope and 
said, “‘Hold on to this.” 


He fashioned the other \end 
into a noose, slid over ~gide 
of the canoe and dived i 10 
feet of water. He found ‘an 
ll-foot alligator stretched out 
on the river bed. Working very 
gently, he slid his noose over 
the reptile’s snout and back be- 
hind his ears. Then Ross quiet- 
ly swam to the surface. 


“Jerk hard!” he told his 
friend-who-had-always - wanted - 
to-catch-a-gator. 


The guy fell against the rope 
and Ross made a Weissmuller 
bee-line for shore. 


“You never saw so much ac- 
tion in your life,” he chuckled. 
“When that rope jerked tight, 
it woke the old gator up. The 
critter simply expioded and for 
10 minutes carried the canoe 
on a wild ride—up, down and 
across the river—slamming it 
through bushes and into the 
bank. My friend held on for the 
simple reason that he was afraid 
to: turn loose. The alligator be- 
gan to roll, and wind up on the 
rope. 


He was beginning to throw 
his heavy tail around on the 
surface when the bow of the 
canoe swung close to where I 
stood. I grabbed the rope out 
of his hand, and he got the 
canoe out of there fast. I let 
the big reptile wear itself out 
by keeping the loop flipped 
over his head as he rolled. 
Then we tied him and 
brought him in. He’s out in the 
pool now.” 


Ross told the story as matter- 
of-factly as if roping an 11-foot 


alligator was as easy as taking 
a six-inch rainbow trout on a 
dry fly. I wasn't 
rassed in the least to assure him 
that this was one fisherman 
who'd confine his piscatorial 
activities in fresh water to the 
less violent species.

Would Require Full Hearings for All 


Before Action on Lower Bench Rulings

WASHINGTON—The U.S. Supreme Court would 
be required to accord a full hearing to all parties before 
acting upon any lower court decision, under provisions 
of a bill introduced by Sen. Talmadge Monday. 


Talmadge told the Senate, in 
presenting his bill, that he views 
with grave concern the “‘increas- 
ing tendency of the Supreme 
Court to act upon lower-court de- 
cisions without hearing oral ar- 
guments on the points at issue.’”’ 

During the 1957-58 term of the 
high court it acted without ben- 
efit of hearings in 153 cases, 
Talmadge said. 

“There is nothing in the rules 
cf the Supreme Court authorizing 
the determination of cases with- 
out oral arguments unless they 
are waived by the parties con- 
cerned,” he added. 


‘“I am as opposed to gag rule 
in our courts as I am to gag 
rule in our legislative cham- 
bers,”” the Georgian declared. 
“Freedom of speech and the 
right to be heard are inherent in 
our American tradition, and when 
they are infringed upon it is the 
duty of Congress to provide an

‘Eating Out’ Sea Food Treats 
Can Now Be Served at Home 


Many a fine restaurant bas 
built a reputation around a spe- 
cial sea food dish, superbly pre- 
pared and served. Now that del- 
icacies such as shrimp, crab- 
meat and lobster are available 
year-around from the grocer’s 
freezer, home cooks are anx- 
ious to serve these “‘eating-out”’ 
sea-food treats on their own 
table.

Sales of New Cars | 
Kelipse Year Ago | 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
New car sales in Georgia at long last edged 


ahead of the year-ago.level 


in the final month of 1958. 


But the new models came too few and too late to keep 


the year as a whole from 
sales level since 1952. 


And, according to the final 
tally compiled by R. L. Polk 
& Co. and published Monday by 
Automotive News, Georgia's 
figures generally reflected the 
nationwide trend. 


There was one significant ex- 
ception. 


Georgia’s decline in new car 
registrations, from 107,883 in 
1957 to 84,118 last year, was its 
third in a row—and it was the 
sharpest of all three. 


The national slump, from 5,- 
982,342 in 1957 to 4,650,948 last 
year, was equally precipitous. 

But 1957 was slightly ahead 
of 1956 for the United States. 


In Georgia, however, last 
year’s total fell 23,765 below 
1957, which in turn was 13,750 
below 1956, and that year had 
wound up 17,749 short of the 1955 
and all-time high of 139,382 new 
passenger car registrations in 
Georgia. 


Still, and for many apparently 
good reasons, dealers and manu- 
facturers are poised for a 
marked upturn this year. 


Some consider the December 
climb a significant indication of 
the outlook, for new car sales 
in the state in the closing month 
of 1958 topped the year-ago lev- 
el for the first time in 18 
months. 


The December figure was 4,- 
918, which was 382 higher than 
in December of 1957 ‘although 
still shy of the December, 1956, 
total of 5,177). 


Last December’s gain came 
as sales of eight American 
makes, plus imports, offset de- 
creases in the sales of nine oth- 
er American makes (including 
one no longer in production). 


Showing increases over a year 
ago, in numerical order, were 
the imports, Rambler, Chevro- 
let, Plymouth, Pontiac, Stude- 
baker, Mercury, Lincoln and 
Edsel. 


Both nationally and in Geor- 
gia, the imports continued to 
make significant registration 
gains. 


Nationally, sales of imports 
soared from 211,156 ‘or 3.54 
per cent of the market) in 1957 
to 361,066 ‘or some 8.2 per cent 
of the market) in 1958. 


They showed an even more 
marked proportionate surge in 
Georgia. 

During 1957, for example, 
some 2,759 new foreign-made 
cars were sold in this state—or 
about 2.56 per cent of all the

during that year. 


Last year their volume nearly 
tripled, and their penetration 
more than tripled. 


The number of new imports 
sold in Georgia during 1958 
reached 7,846, which amounts to 
9.3 per cent of the state’s total 
new-car registrations for 1958. 


Another way of describing 
this changing trend in Georgia’s 
new-car market is that out of 
every 1,000 models sold in the 
state, the number of imports 
rose from just under 26 in 1957 
to 93 last year. 


Nationally, imports accounted 
for more than 35 out of every 
1,000 new cars sold in 1957, then 
more than doubled this penetra- 
tion in 1958 by snaring 82 out of 
every 1,000. 


True, there are numerous 
foreign makes, five of which 
shared less than half of the 


1958 import sales in the United 
States. 


But total import sales have 
risen so rapidly that last year 
they nearly equalled those of 
the third biggest selling Ameri- 
can-made car. Even in the per- 
spective of a more normal auto- 
mobile industry year, such as 
1957, only four American makes 
outsold last year’s import total. 

And the biggest-selling foreign 
make, Volkswagen, topped five 
American makes in 1957, and 
seven American makes last 
year.

North had a dead minimum 
opening and after his part- 
ner’s two over one response he 
might have contented himself with 
a two spade rebid since his hand 
was worth only 13 points in sup- 
port of hearts. However, he chose 
to raise South instead. and. the 
latter proceeded on to game. 


West led the king of clubs which 
was permitted to hold as East 
played the discouraging deuce. 
West’s natural shift was to the 
nine of diamonds and again de- 
clarer ducked. East took the trick 
with the queen, and returned the 
nine of clubs which was taken 
with the ace. 


After cashing two top trumps, 
declarer went after the spade suit, 
ruffing the third round in his own 
hand. 


The contract was now secure, 
irrespective of West's actions. If 
West over-ruffed and led a dia- 
mond, declarer would win with 
the ace, ruff one more spade in 
his hand to establish a “‘thirteen- 
er” and cross to dummy by ruff- 
ing the club, discarding the losing 
diamond on the four of spades. 

If West refused to overruff, de- 
clarer would simply ruff the los- 
ing club, establish the fifth spade, 
and retain the ace of diamonds 
for entry to the dummy. 


Observe that if declarer takes 
either the first round of diamonds 
or clubs he cannot win the hand, 
for he will be unable to maintain 
contact with the dummy.

First Cotton Gin Developed 
By Eli Whitney in Wilkes 


Wilkes County, in northeast Georgia, was created from Chero- 
kee and Creek Indian lands in 1777, ranking eighth in order of 
creation, It was named for John Wilkes, a colonial supporter in the 

British House of Commons. Washington, the 
county seat, was named for George Washington, 
reportedly the first town in the nation to be | 
named for the first President. | 


American patriots under Col. Elijah Clarke 
broke the Tory hold over upper Georgia when 
they beat a larger force of British at the Battle 
of Kettle Creek at War Hill, eight miles west of 

Washington, on Feb. 14, 1779. The first settlement in the county 
was Fort Heard, established in 1774. The Georgia government 
moved here briefly in 1780 when the British captured Augusta. 
Six miles east of Washington is the grave of Capt. Abraham 
Simons, a wealthy Jewish Revolutionary soldier, who was buried, 
at his request, in a standing position with his rifle beside him “‘to 
fight the devil.” Simons’ widow married the Rev. Jesse Mercer, 
who used Simons’ large estate to found the Baptist university that 
bears his (Mercer’s) name at Macon. 


Eli Whitney developed his cotton gin—the world’s first—on 
a plantation here (around 1794) and the Bolton factory on Upton 
Creek is believed to be the first cotton mill in the South. Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis held his last Cabinet meeting of the Con- 
federacy in Washington on May 5, 1865. The first free library in 
Georgia is said to have been established in Washington. Early 
records indicate the first iron works (Hillhouse’s) in. Georgia was 
founded in Wilkes County around 1790 at Williamson’s Swamp. 


Wilkes County has 10,800 residents (1957 estimate), ranking 
77th in population (1950 census), Washington has 4,000 residents
